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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The applicant has argued that Bakoglu does not disclose controlling navigation in a presentation space at a second computer from a first 
computer. The applicant argues this limitation of the independent claims in relation to figures 5 and 6 of Bakoglu. However, column 8, 
lines 43-56 were cited in the rejection relating to this limitation. It is maintained that these lines meet the limitation of the claims as they 
describe the customer representative's ability to control navigation on a user's screen in Bakoglu's system. 

The applicant has argued that Bakoglu does not disclose generating the same display at both the customer's computer and the service 
representative's computer. However, this is not a limitation of the claims. For example, independent claim 1 states "generating respective 
first and second displays of a three-dimensional product presentation space representative of a physical scene at respective ones of the 
first and second computers," The applicant is reminded that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Claims 1-41 remain rejected as presented in the final action mailed 6/20/2005. 
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
